Kwan correspondent of the Dally 
CThronlcie sends a report received from 
New Cbwang that on Majr 28, think- 
ing that the Japaneae had retired from 
Peng Wang Cheng, ir.,000 nusslarn 
from Hal Cheng and Liao Vang march- 
ed towards Feng Wang ('hong. They 
were surprised by 30,000 Japanese iu 
the Tatung paas. The Russian casual- 
tiea wero over 4,000 and over a thou- 
naod Rusalaaa surrendered. The re* 
i>urt does not state the Japanese 
losses. 

Tho Toklo correspondent of the 
Daily Express says it is reported un- 
officially that the Japanese have cap- 
tured Kin Chou and are now attacking 

Dalny. 

The New Chwang correapondent of 
tho Mail, in a dispatch dated May 23, 
says that coincident with the Japanese 
advance in the direction of Liao Yang 
there has heen a concentration of all 
the available Russian troops between 
Liao Yang and Mao Tien pass and 
that the fortiflcations of Liao Yang are 
bt ing feverishly hurried. 

St. Petersburg. May 27.— The follow- 
ing dispatch from Viceroy Alexieff, 
dated May 26, has been received by 
the emperor: 

"Reports from Rr. Adnis. Wittsoeft 
and Grigovltch to-dny Htafe that th..' 
( nemy bombarded from In-Oen-Tsl bay 
(on the west coast of the Kwang-Tung 
i>eninsula. about 13 miles north of Port 
Arthur), with gunboats (the viceroy's 
dispatch does not give the date of the 

I ombardment). 

"On the following night the Japan- 
ree attempted to block the roadstead 
(if Port Arthur with mines and from 
Hhore observations It is believed that 
some steam launches and two torpedo 
litats were sunk.

The Suicide It a Relative of the Fa- 
mous Dr. Thomas Evans Who As- 
aieted Bmpraca Eugenia In 
Her Plight Pram Parle. 

Paris, May 27. — Ivon Eh-ans, known 
as Viscount d'Oyley, and a son of the 
American dentist. Dr. John I^ans, 
died Thursday at a private sanitarium 
as the result of a bullet wound receiv- 
ed under mysterious cireumstanceE. 
The family is prominent here. Dr. John 
Evans being a nephew of the famous 
Dr. Thomas Evana, who assisted Em- 
press Eugenie In her flight ftom Paris 
after the Franco-Prussian war. Dr. 
John Evans, who came from Haiti- 
more, recfi\ed tho title of the I^lar- 
quis d'Oyley from the pope, his older 
son assuming, the title of Count d'Oy- 
ley and the younger that of Viscount 
d'Oyley. by which titles they were gen- 
erally known. 

The younger son, who was 24 years 
old, recently became enamored of 
Mme. Pflucker, a Peruvian, who was 
sojourning at Vichy. Despite the pro- 
testa of his family the viscount and 
the Peruvian visited the Riviera to- 
gether, remaining at Cannes for some 
time. Dr. Evans energetically protest- 
ed against his son's coursf, and finally 
( ut off his income. This brought the 
couple back to Paris, where they ar- 
rived a week ago, going to the Hotel 
de Rivoli: 

At 5 o'clock on Monday evening last, 
a shot was heard from the chamber of 
the viscount and when the proprietor 
of the hotel reached the chamber be 
found the viscount on a bed with a 
wound in his left breast. Mme Pfluck 
er, who was in the room, said that the 
viscount had shot himself and al- 
though weak from loss of blood, the 
wounded man seemed to confirm this 
statement, saying that the shooting 
took place while he was handling a 
weapon. 

He was taken to a private sanita- 
rium where an operation was perform- 
ed. Mme. Pflucker remained constant- 
ly at his bedside. 

Viscount d'Oyley became uncon- 
scious and lingered until Thursday 
morning, when he died, after which 
the police began an investigation 
which biduf^lit out the foregoing facts. 

Mme. Pflucker was Interrogated by 
th« police and later was given pro- 
visional liberty, but was told to hold 
herself at the disposal of the authori- 
ties. She bears out the theory of sui 
cide by showing two letters which Vis- 
count d'Oyley had addressed to the 
authorities, stating that It was bis in- 
tention to commit suicide owing to 
family difllculties. 

The body was conveyed to the 
morgue for a post-mortem examina- 
tion. 

Washington, May 27. — Cousins in 
this city of the Svans In Paris said 
Thursday night that they believed the 

name of iIm iliad man was Allister 
ICvans iii^-ir;i(l of Ivoii E\'ans. He 
was. they .said, about Ul' years old. 
Apparently they had heard of bis in- 
fatuation for some woman, said to be 
a Peruvian, but did not care to discuss 
the unfortunate affair.

Section 4077 
of till Kentucky fltaiutcs proyldea lu poaitive 
toiin> that an expreM company l« liable to pay 
aiiutially a tax oii IIk franchite to the State aud 
a local lax thereon to the county, iucorpora(e<l 
dty, town and u.xinfr dlHtrlot where its frati 
chine tuay lio rxcrci't'd. In ; i()7J. toso, 4081 aud 
40".i) ia provideil the way aud inaiiuor in which 
the lUiatd of Viil nation atiil Assf.ssnn-nt may de- 
termine the v;i|iii' ni the francliisc of coriiora 
tions and the iliuy of the Auditor In apportion 
lUR and certifying same to the County (Merks of 
connties lu and through which the compauy ex- 
er( l>es its francblRC. It in contended by appel- 
lee that these Ktatiites referred to provide the 
only method under aud by which tbe franchises 
of corporations can be asioaied or valued and 
that the Couuty Court hM not the power to fix a 
value on them for taxation. 

We can not agree with appellee In tbia. It t* 
true, however, that tbia was tbe method pro- 
vided by the Leelalature fbr the valuation and 
aaaeesment of franchise, bnt the Levlalatare, an- 
ticipating that the corpora tloni might not make 
a report of the extent and value of their prop- 
erty to the Board of Valuation and AMSasment 
as oontemplalsd by that body, aad alao that the 
Boardot Valuation and Aaaemment might be der- 
elict In ita dnty with reference thereto, enacted 
4211 and 4200. We quote so much of these sec- 
tions as are applicable to the point involved. 
By i 4260 It is provided : ' it .-hall be the duty of 
tbe revenue agent tocau.se to i.e listed for taxes 
in the mHuner reoirired by law . i>f the property 
in the county for which be may have been rtp 
lioiiited which may have been omitteil to be a* 
he>.si'l by the Assessor, ll<jard of i^npervisor.s. 
Hoard of Valuation and Assessment or Railroad 
< cimmisvion. or any license tax whirh may due 
to the Commonwealth. It shall be the dnty of 
the reveinio nuents for theSlate at larjje to cause 
to lie listed for taxes in the manner n .|Uired by 
law of any property in auy county, cily or town 
of the Commonwealth which may have been 
omitted to Iw asses.sed by the Assessor, Board of 
SupervUorg, Board of Valuation and Assessment 
or Railroad Commission, and It shall be the duty 
to enter proper motions and proceedinga In any 
court of competent Jqrlsdlotion or before the 
suite Uoard of Valuation and Aaseaameat or Bail- 
road Commlsalon or other competent aaseaaing 
authority, and cause the sisesiment to bo made 
of any omltttd property." 

ThU section makes it the dnty of the revenue 
agent to see to it that omitted property be val- 
ued and Usted for taxation and authorizes bim 
to Invoke the aid of any court of competent 
Jurisdiction for that purpoee. 

We quote so much of iisn as will help to eluci- 
date the queatlon before us ; -It aball be the 
duty of the SherlfTor Auditor's (I e revenue) agent 
to cause to be listed for taxation all property 
omitted, or any portion of property omitted by 
the Asseasor, Board of Supervisors.

AUDITOR'S A6ENT WINS. 



UfinioD of Appellate Court in thr Case 
Brought Here to Have Franchise 
•f Adamt Express Com- 
paaj Assessed. 



Mention has been made of the decision 
of the Court of Appeals in above case. 
As tbe decision is an important one, and 
afiTects other suits brought by the local 
Auditor's Agent, it is given below. Go 
tbe resignation of Mr. Watson as Audi- 
tor's Agent, tbe suit was revived by the 
new Auditor's Agent, Mr. O'Donnell, 
with the result as given : 

ThU proceeding wa.s instituted In the, month 
of August \vn lu Maaou Couuty Court by F. S. 
Wataon, then Auditor's Agent. It was in aub- 
atonoe alleged in tbe statement and amended 
autementa flls^ ttwt appellee .\<l.lln^ iCzi^ros 
Co. had oontintionSIy sin<e (>ie yeiir l^'l') opera 
ted and done express hu-int.s.s vithin the state 
of Kentucky and exerdhed iis frane'iise therein : 
that appellee wasaquajtl puhlit eorp .ration, a 
common carrier for hire, and re(|ulred hj >, 1077 
of Kentui ky statutes to report and pay Uxeh ou 
its f ranch l.w , that appellee's frani hiae iu ([ues- 
tion. • X. reined hy it during the years montloued, 
extended throughout the Statoa ol Ohio, New 



.sion, for auy year or year.>. 1 he ollieer propos- 
ing to have .'.ueh property Hs.-,es>ed >,hall file iu 
the elerW.v oil.rr of tlie eoiiuty In which the 
Vroperly may he liahle to u>.se'.>nieut a .state- 
meul eontainiUK a ileseriplion an<l value of the 
property proposed to he assesM ■! . and the Value 
of corporate frauchis.'. if any ami the imnn' and 
place of resideui e of the ownei , his aKent or at- 
torney, or person in po8.se(ision of the property, 
and the year or years lor which the property is 
l)roi)osod to he assessed." Upon which a sum- 
mons against the owner may he issued to show 
cause why such property or corporate f.rauchise 
shall not be assessed at tbe value named la the 
statement died. This aeotion alao authorlxea a 
trial of the <iueation as to whether or not the 
property ahall be valued and lUted for taxation 
and if it be decided by the oonrt that the prop- 
erty U lUble to aaaemment, the aerk of the 
County Court ahall certify to the Auditor of 
I'abllc Aooounu a deecrlption of tbe property 
and tbe amount of the aaaemment for tazatlou 
together with the amount of tbe penalty aud 
coat of the uaeiament. This section expressly 
provides that tbe County Court shall have tbe 
power to hear and deUrmlne and fix the value 
of corporate franchisee when the Board of Valu- 
ation and Assessmeut has failed to perform this 
duty. It is admitted In this proeeediug that the 
fraucbiae of appellee w»> not reporteil for assess 
ment to the Hoard of \ aluatiou and Assessment 
aud that the board had laileil to assess It and It 
was also ailmittcd by the demurrer that the ap- 
peli. e had not paid any tax iu this state on its 
franchise duriUK any of the years named In the 
statement. It i.^ evident that the i.eneral As 
sembly exacte<l thise two provlsious to meet 
just such a case as this one. 

Appellee contends that this coustrui tlon of 
the statute is erroneolu and glvea as a reason 
that if the constructlou be correct, it mlKht be 
sued In every county In the State through which 
it operates ita franchise. That the Ueneral As- 
sembly did not intend or have thought of any 
such result. It was not the Intention of the 
Uglslature in enacting these statutes to author- 
ize the county court in every county In tbe 
8Ukte to take Jurisdiction and list and fix the 
value of a corporate fraaohiae bnt only Intended 
that the County Conrt In a oonnty through 
which a corporation exeralaed Ito franchise 
should Uke Jnriadlctlon and hear and deter- 
mine this question and the action o| that court 
in any one county wonld settle and determine 
the valuation and aasessmeut of thatparth ular 
franchise. The County Conrt flrat aasuminK 
would have Jnriadlctiou mid an ac tion in tiiai 

court would be a bar to any .n llon in liny other 
County Court In the state, as to tliat pariii nl.ii 
franchise for the years named iu the staiemeui 
filed. 

This construction of the statutea obviates the 
appellee's fears of fragmenury taxation ga the 
Clerk of the Court having Jurisdiction of the 
case Is required to certify the value of the fran- 
chise, as fixed by tbe court, to the Auditor of 
the Stat' , he beiug Chairman of the Board of 
Valuation und Assessment, and thla board will 
apportion this assessmeut among the ililtVreni 
counties in the State through which t'.e fran- 
chise is oin-niled. 

For lliese reasons the judgment of the lower 
conrt is reversed aud ihe cause remanded for 
further proceedings ooiuisteut herewlib.
